Councilman 
Gives Views 


Because Albany Councilman 
Hubert Call has received numer- 
ous calls from local citizens, ask- 
ing why he recently voted against 
the Council's endorsement of the 
Albany School Bond Measures 
H & I, he has decided to make a 
public disclosure of his reasons. 

“T feel that I owe it to the citi- 
zens of Albany who put me in 
office, to explain why I chose not 
to endorse the proposed school 
bond issue,” he stated. 

“I am definitely not against 
the schools, nor the children, and 
I have always been for ‘Albany 
schools for Albany children.’ My 
own children both received their 
education from Albany schools 
and are graduates of Albany 
High School. I am just against 
this particular proposal. 

“To put an Albany school in 
another city and county is just 
unbelieveable, as well as unnes- 
essary and impractical, as far 


as I am concerned,” ‘he com- 
mented. 
“If this middle school is con- 


structed in Cougar Field, our Al- 
bany students will be exposed to 
great dangers every day in just 
going to and from the school 
yard, as they will have to pass 
through a lumber yard filled with 
busy trueks and equipment in 
order to gain access to the school 
grounds. 

“T also believe it would be bet- 
ter,’”’ the Councilman noted, ‘‘to 
purchase some of the property 
adjoining Cornell School so we 
could expand that school while 
rebuilding it—thus keeping the 
facilities in a more central] loca- 
tion, where our children will not 
have to travel clear across the 
city to attend classes.” 

In further commenting on the 
proposed ‘‘middle school,” Coun- 
cilman Call said: “If it is really 
necessary to have another school 
building in Albany (and I am not 
convinced it is), I would like to 
see the School Board negotiate 
with the University of California 
regents to secure some of the 
University’s unused Albany prop- 
erty. 

“I voted against the Council’s 
endorsement of these measures 
because I believe Albany Schools 
should be in Albany, and should 
be for Albany children. I intend 
to vote “NO” on Measures H & I 
on November 7 for the same rea- 

n,”’ he concluded.

The Committee to Save Cougar 
Field is not opposed to new 
school buildings, and we are not 
opposed to a good educational 
program, We are not opposed to 
tax inereases to pay for the im- 
proved school program.
